Monday afternoon, Nicki Tarter was a wom¬ 
an on a mission. The Relay for Life donations 
from this past Friday’s 15th annual fund raising 
event were $460 shy of $100,000. 

“I’m trying my hardest and I believe we’ll get 
there,” she said, adding that the 2012 target was 
$93,000. 

As of Tuesday morning, Tarter was grinning 
from ear-to-ear with excitement. 

“We have now reached $100,064.33!” Tarter 
said on Tuesday morning. 

Last year’s goal was $88,000 but $101,205 
was raised. 

Tarter, the event chairman of Casey County’s 
Relay for Life held at the Central Kentucky AG/ 


EXPO Center, said that this year’s event was a 
good one. 

“We had 28 teams who set up camp and three 
other teams from the elementary schools who 
participated in the penny wars,” Tarter said, not¬ 
ing that 518 people registered for the event. 

Various teams from the community raise 
money during the year, which goes to the Amer¬ 
ican Cancer Society for research and to assist 
cancer patients during their battle with the dis¬ 
ease. 

These fund raisers range from chili cookoffs 
to bake sales to local restaurants donating a por¬ 
tion of their proceeds on a given night. 

Cancer survivors were invited to attend the 
event in order to be honored and to walk a vic¬ 
tory lap around the makeshift walking track in

A local man is in the Casey County 
Detention Center facing charges that a 
passenger in the vehicle he was driving 
died as a result of 
injuries received in

an automobile acci¬ 
dent on Monday. 

Steven E. Brock, 

36, of 2601 Peyton 
Ridge Road, Lib¬ 
erty, was arrested 
by Deputy Jamie 
Walters on Mon¬ 
day and charged 
with second-degree 
manslaughter and 
operating a motor vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs, court re¬ 
cords indicate. 

Brock and a passenger, Earl L. Coff¬ 
man, 59, of 7147 Dry Creek Road, Lib¬ 
erty, were headed east on Dry Creek 
Road about a mile from Coffman’s resi¬ 
dence in a 1991 Ford Ranger pickup. 

Walters said that the vehicle ran off 
the right side of the road, overcorrected, 
and overturned, coming to rest on the 
opposite side of the road. 

Coffman was pronounced dead at the 
scene at 7:01 p.m. by Deputy Coroner 
Brian Taylor. Coffman’s body was sent 
to Frankfort for an autopsy, Taylor said. 

After the accident, Walters went to 202 
Peck Pike where he interviewed Brock 
and determined that he was unsteady on 
his feet and had slurred speech. Field so¬ 
briety tests as well as a portable breath 
test showed the presence of alcohol, the 
citation states. 

Also, Walters said that Brock admit¬ 
ted to drinking five beers on that day and 
there were beer cans lying on the ground 
close to the vehicle. 

Brock remains in the Casey Jail and as 
of press time on Tuesday, no bond had 
been set in his case. 

Walters was assisted at the accident 
scene by Deputy Freeman Luttrell, Lib¬ 
erty/Casey County Rescue Squad, and 
Casey County EMS.

ECCWD defers rate increase to Public Service Commission

In an effort to end a squab¬ 
ble somewhat reminiscent 
of the Hatfield-McCoy feud, 
the East Casey County Wa¬ 
ter District Board rejected 
detailed information about a 
proposed water rate increase 
from the City of Liberty, 
choosing instead to send the 
matter to the Public Service 
Commission. 

In the ECCWD Board 
meeting on May 8, board 
members were given an ac¬ 
cordion file folder containing 
16 different files containing 
invoices that Mayor Steve 
Sweeney said will justify a 
15 percent rate hike the city is 


seeking from the ECCWD. 

The files also show ex¬ 
penses from 2010-11 and 
2011-12 related to the costs 
of the water department. 

In FY 2010-11, the city re¬ 
cords indicate that there was 
a 17 percent loss in the wa¬ 
ter department budget, with 
revenue of $827,172 against 
expenses of $968,796. 

By contrast, FY 2011-12, 
income was $649,538 with 
$768,423 in expenses, for an 
18 percent loss. 

In a called meeting on 
April 19, the ECCWD voted 
to send the proposed rate 
increase to the PSC, saying 
the City was not being open 
enough with detailed infor¬ 
mation about its revenue and 


expenses. 

An initial meeting with 
PSC officials in Frankfort 
on April resulted in city and 
county officials being asked 
to try and seek an agreement. 

City Clerk Sharleen Rod¬ 
gers said that Sweeney told 
her and fellow city employee 
Brigitte Blake to gather the 
invoices and organize them 
in such a way that would 
show revenue and expenses. 

“Brigitte and I spent the 
better part of 90 hours dur¬ 
ing the next week digging 
through old records, organiz¬ 
ing and photocopying,” she 
said, adding that the records 
were organized into 16 files. 

The file folder with the 
16 files was picked up by 


ECCWD Board Chairman 
Ricky Carman about an hour 
before the ECCWD meeting 
on May 8, Rodgers said. 

Carman said that at the 
meeting, board members 
spent some time going 
through the records but not 
thoroughly. 

“We looked at part of it 
but didn’t have time to look 
at it all,” Carman said. “The 
Board decided to let the pro¬ 
test go on,” he said, referring 
to the current protest before 
the PSC. 

On Wednesday morning, 
Sweeney went to the EC¬ 
CWD office and retrieved the 
accordion file folder, saying 
it was the City’s copy and 
the information used within 


would be given to the PSC. 

Sweeney was confused as 
to why the Board didn’t want 
to take the time to look at the 
records. 

“We gave them copies of 
every bill related to water 
over the past 22 months — 
chemicals, utility bills for the 
water plant, and equipment, 
among others. We’ve done 
everything we can do to jus¬ 
tify in black and white our 
need for the increase. I don’t 
know what else we can do,” 
Sweeney said. 

When asked for a comment 
on the ECCWD Board’s deci¬ 
sion to keep the matter before 
the PSC, Sweeney declined

There used to 
be a ballpark 


There used to be a ball¬ 
park in Middleburg named 
Judd Field. It had lights and 
bleachers and a wooden 
fence around it with a board 
on top where you could sit 
if the bleachers were full. In 
the summer, they generally 
were. There were some ball 
games in the daytime, usual¬ 
ly on weekends, but the night 
games were the best. 

There were always moths 
and other flying insects 
buzzing the lights and there 
were generally bats of the 
winged variety going after 
the insects. On some nights 
there would be a little fog 
creeping in from the nearby 
Green River. (I always liked 
what Carl Sandburg wrote: 
“The fog comes in on little 
cat feet.”) I don’t remem¬ 
ber for sure but there might 
even have been a concession 
stand. Somebody correct me 
if they remember differently. 

Before I get too carried 
away with fog coming in on 
little cat feet and other poetic 
devices, let me tell you why I 
really went to the ballpark. I 
was not athletically inclined 
and couldn’t have caught 
a ball with a bushel basket. 
It wouldn’t have mattered 
because that was before 
there were too many girls 
and women playing softball 
and baseball, anyway. My 
friends and I went to the ball- 
games because that’s where 
the boys were. At least we 
hoped they would be there if 
we went. Hope springs eter¬ 
nal. It certainly did those few 
summers when I was a teen¬ 
ager and frequented the night 
games at Judd Field. 

We had a pretty good set 
of lights at Judd Field but un¬ 
less you have a lighting set¬ 
up like they have at a major 
league stadium you know it’s 
difficult to see a ball coming 
at you. That’s especially true 
for the outfielders. It was 
especially true for me one 
night when I was perched 
on the top rail of the plank 
fence. The third baseman was 
throwing a ball at the catcher 
to stop a runner from making 
it safely to home plate. He 
overshot! The ball hit me in 


the head and knocked me off 
the fence. I was not injured 
except for my pride and the 
seat of my nice summer 
shorts. What a hoot! 

That old ballpark saw the 
beginnings of many a kid’s 
love for baseball. There were 
T-ball leagues, Babe Ruth 
leagues, leagues of every 
sort and it went on for years. 
Donald Durham, who was a 
pitcher for the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals, probably got his start 
there. I’ll have to ask him 
sometime. 

How did this wonderful 
ballpark come about? In No¬ 
vember of 1952 Mr. and Mrs. 
M.H. Judd donated about 
five acres of land to Middle¬ 
burg School to be used as a 
playground. The land had 
belonged to Mrs. Judd’s 
family, the Fogles. It was 
donated with the understand¬ 
ing that if the school ceased 
to exist, the property would 
revert back to the heirs. I 
don’t know for sure but I 
suspect the members of the 
community had something 
to do with the building of the 
bleachers and the grading of 
the land and the light poles 
and lights and the backstop 
and the concession stand (if 
it existed) and almost every¬ 
thing that went into the mak¬ 
ing of Judd Field. 

It was a prize in its time. 
Over the years it was no lon¬ 
ger used by anyone. Why? I 
have no idea. It fell into dis¬ 
repair, the bleachers sagged, 
grass grew up on the pitch¬ 
er’s mound and if you didn’t 
know it had once been a fine 
little ballpark, you wouldn’t 
have noticed it. 

I recently drove by where 
Judd Field used to be. It is 
no more. The bleachers have 
been bulldozed down. There 
is nothing but scrapes from 
the bulldozer and a pile of 
detritus that wouldn’t iden¬ 
tify it as anything. It makes 
me sad.

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Helping kids grow old(er) 


Having just celebrated 
Mother’s Day, it reminded 
us of the role mother’s play 
in raising kids. 

These days, it’s not any 
easier to raise kids but that 
doesn’t mean throwing 
our hands in the air, giving 
up and giving in. It means 
more parental involvement, 
not less. 

School’s out and that 
means vacations, road trips, 
and spending more time 
outdoors. While we all have 
fond memories of summers 
past, there are new warning 
signs out there. 

I’ve noticed several ar¬ 
ticles in newspapers and on 
the Internet warning young 
adults — especially teenag¬ 
ers — of the dangers of en¬ 
gaging in certain activities. 

One had to do with sun 
exposure and skin cancer 
while another had to do with 
driving distractions such as 
texting while driving. 

It seems that 50 percent of 
young people under the age 
of 30 have had at least one 
sunburn in the past year. 

Experts say that one blis¬ 



tering sunburn more than 
doubles the chance of mela¬ 
noma, a deadly form of skin 
cancer. 

Additionally, 32 percent 
of young white women ages 
18 to 21 had been to a tan¬ 
ning salon in the past year. 
Only about 6 percent of 
adults of all ages admitted 
they had visited a tanning 
booth. 

Experts say that sunscreen 
should be liberally applied 
— about a shot glass full — 
before sun exposure. 

Being Baptist, I’m not 
sure that I should know what 
a shot glass is, however, let’s 
just say about 1.5 ounces of 
sunscreen. 

What I don’t understand is 
why people my age, in their 
mid-50s, aren’t dropping 
like flies from skin cancer. 

When I was a teen, we 


worked all summer in the 
sun and often without so 
much as a T-shirt. That 
tanned look, we thought, 
was healthy and sexy. But 
not anymore. 

The dermatologist that 
I see every six months in 
Danville told me recently 
that she has seen an huge in¬ 
crease in skin cancer among 
young adults under 30. And 
that’s scary. 

Another discouraging sta¬ 
tistic is marijuana use among 
teens — up about 25 percent 
in the last few years. 

All illegal drugs are bad 
and should be avoided but 
possibly teens feel that pot is 
the lesser of the evils when 
it comes to drugs, especially 
those such as methamphet- 
amine and crack cocaine. 

Kids are also being 
warned about texting while 
driving. 

The AAA Foundation did 
a study that discovered that 
teens 16 to 21 were more 
likely to use a handheld de¬ 
vice like a cell phone when 
driving alone. 

However, put an adult 


in the car and the kid most 
likely won’t be using that 
cell phone, the study stated. 

While we didn’t have cell 
phones in the 1970s to dis¬ 
tract us while driving, we 
did have eight-track, under 
the dash tape players. 

Although you pushed a 
button to change a track and 
get a different song, that 
wasn’t too distracting. 

The major distraction 
came when the tape begin 
to “double-track,” playing 
two songs at once. That took 
some banging on the tape 
player and colorful language 
to correct that. 

The point I’m trying to 
make is the importance of 
taking necessary precau¬ 
tions such as making sure 
cell phones are off and seat 
belts are worn while in the 
car. 

Two teens, in neighboring 
Taylor County, were killed 
in an automobile accident 
recently.

That fife is discovered 
somewhere in the admission 
that only One has the answers 
to the questions of our deepest 
longings—desires only satis¬ 
fied by living within the Eter¬ 
nal Now. 

The late Eastern Orthodox 
priest and church historian, Fr. 
Alexander Schmemann aptly 
wrote, “Eternal fife is not what 
begins after temporal life; it is 
the eternal presence of the to¬ 
tality of life.” 

As we find our place in that 
fife, we discover we’ve been 
holding the key unlocking the 
door to tme freedom all along. 

No, I don’t want to stay one 
night in the Hotel Californian 
or any other place other than 
the place I was meant to be, 
a place where I can breathe in 
the fresh air of eternal fife. 

And enjoy the freedom of 
coming and going in the Eter¬ 
nal Presence forever.

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Three races on Tuesday's primary election ballot

With just three races on next 
Tuesday’s May 22 primary bal¬ 
lot and no local races, it’s not a 
sure bet that many local voters 
will turn out to cast a vote. 

Casey County Clerk Casey 
Davis predicted that with no 
local races nor local candidates 
in the races, voter turnout will 
be light. 

“We’ll be lucky to get 20 
percent,” he said. 

On the Republican side of 
the ballot, voters in the 15th 
Kentucky Senatorial District— 
which comprises Casey, Adair, 
Russell, and Pulaski counties 
— will choose a Senator from 
among three candidates: Chris 
Girdler, A.C. Donahue, or 
Mark Polston, all from Pulaski 
County. 

Polston and Donahue are 
attorneys while Girdler is a 


Deputy Field Director for U.S. 
Congressman Hal Rogers, R- 
Somerset. 

Casey Countian Todd Hosk¬ 
ins, who was a candidate in 
this race, withdrew on May 7 
and, along with Sen. Vemie 
McGaha, R-Russell Springs, 
endorsed Polston. 

McGaha, who has held the 
15th District Senate seat since 
1997, is not seeking re-elec¬ 
tion. 

At issue, Hoskins said, was 
the amount of campaign money 
Girdler raised through April 29, 
more than $146,000, compared 
to less than $25,000 combined 
for the other three candidates 
for the same period. 

“I realize that the only way 
to prevent big money from 
buying this race is to join forc¬ 
es with Mark. The political 
bosses in Somerset and Pulaski 
counties have put their war 
chest behind their choice, and 


this race is now a referendum 
on whether or not an election 
can be bought,” Hoskins said, 
referring to Girdler. 

“It’s obvious to me that Mark 
and I will split the vote of the 
hard working, salt of the earth 
voters in this district, and the 
only way to prevent the bosses 
and their cronies from buying 
the election is to join forces 
with Mark,” Hoskins said. 

In an e-mail statement to The 
Casey County News, Girdler 
responded to Hoskins’ accu¬ 
sations that the race is about 
which candidate has the most 
money. 


“After 16 years of service, 
Vemie McGaha has earned a 
right to endorse who he wants. 
I respect his years of public 
service. But for almost three 
months, Polston had a chance 
to share with the people what 
he would do if elected to serve. 

All we’ve gotten from Mr. 
Polston & Mr. Hoskins is a 
bag of criticism and a bushel of 
gimmicks, along with divisive 
geographical politics pitting 
counties against one another. 

I don’t think an endorsement 
alone will change the minds of 
the voters of the 15th Senate 
District without substance on 


how we move Kentucky for¬ 
ward. 

Mr. Polston & Mr. Hoskins 
are playing a dangerous and 
destmctive game of class war¬ 
fare. Our region can’t afford to 
be strapped with these Barack 
Obama tactics that pit people 
and entire counties against one 
another. People can see through 
it. It will show on May 22nd. 

“I have methodically, and 
with drive and purpose, com¬ 
municated a plan for what we 
need to do to get Kentucky 
back on track and I will not 
waiver from it. 

Our campaign has had an 
overwhelming response to our 
positive message and people 
are clearly looking for a new 
voice that can bring a common 
sense approach to Frankfort, ” 
Girdler stated. 

Also, in the 15th Senato¬ 
rial District race, voters will see 
the names of Joe E. Laswell, 


Hoskins, Hilda Legg, and Den¬ 
nis Mitchell on the ballot. 

Laswell and Mitchell were 
in the newly redrawn 15th 
District in January when they 
registered to mn for the state 
Senate. 

However, the Kentucky Su¬ 
preme Court overturned the 
new district lines and the two 
men never withdrew from this 
race. They are not currently liv¬ 
ing in the 15th District. 

National races 

Republicans will also be 
able to vote for four possible 
presidential candidates — Mitt 
Romney, Rick Santorum, Newt 
Gingrich, or Ron Paul. 

Santomm and Gingrich have 
both dropped out of the race. 

According to many in the 
national media, Romney, the

State Senate candidates share their views on Kentucky's greatest need

Registered Republican vot¬ 
ers in Casey, Adair, Pulaski, 
and Russell counties will have 
an opportunity on Tuesday to 
choose a state senator who will 
represent the 15th Senatorial 
District for the next four years. 

Vemie McGaha, R-Russell 
Springs, who’s held the seat 
since 1997, isn’t seeking re- 
election. 

The three candidates vying 
for the position — A.C. Dona¬ 
hue, Chris Girdler, and Mark 
Polston — are from Pulaski 
County. Donahue and Polston 
are attorneys while Girdler is 
a field representative for U.S. 
Representative Hal Rogers, R- 
Somerset. 

In order to help voters be bet¬ 
ter informed on the issues, The 
Casey County News asked the 
candidates their views on the 
greatest need in the state. 

QUESTION: What do you 
see as the greatest need fac¬ 
ing Kentucky citizens and 
what can you do to try and 
meet that need as a state leg¬ 
islator? 

DONAHUE: “The number 
one issue facing Kentucky citi¬ 
zens is the state government’s 


ever increasing desire to get 
into every aspect of our lives. 
It is not only wrong, but it cost 
Kentuckians millions of tax 
dollars each year. That has to 
stop! In order to get it stopped, 
there are three solutions I will 
pursue to correct this problem. 

— Constitutionalist - My 
first pledge is that I am going 
to be a constitutionalist. That 
may seem like an odd promise 
— especially for the first prom¬ 
ise - but allow me to explain 
why that is so important to the 
people of Adair, Casey, Pulaski 
and Russell counties.

So how do we 
fix that? Two ways. 

First, we look at the budget 
with a fine tooth comb and cut 
out all the waste, fraud and 
abuse.

Recommended vaccinations 


for adults age 50 and older 


Dear Savvy Senior 

What types of vaccinations 
are recommended for seniors? I 
know about flu shots, but what 
else is recommended and what’s 
covered by Medicare? 

Cheap Shot Sally 

Dear Sally 

Most people think that vac¬ 
cinations are just for kids, but 
adults, especially seniors, need 
their shots too. Here’s a break¬ 
down of what vaccines the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) recommends 
for adults age 50 and older, and 
how they’re covered by Medi¬ 
care. 

Influenza (flu): While you 
already know that seasonal flu 
shots are recommended to ev¬ 
eryone age 50 and older, you 
may not know that seniors over 
65 now have the option of get¬ 
ting a new high-potency flu vac¬ 
cine instead of a regular flu shot. 
This vaccine - known as the 
Fluzone High-Dose - creates a 
stronger immune response for 
better protection. All annual flu 
shots are covered under Medi¬ 
care Part B. 

Pneumococcal: Pneumonia 
causes more than 40,000 deaths 
in the U.S. each year, many of 
which could be prevented by the 
pneumococcal polysaccharide 
vaccine. Eveiyone age 65 or 
older needs to get this one-time 
vaccination, as well as those 
under 65 who smoke or have 
chronic health conditions like 
asthma, lung and heart disease, 
diabetes, or a weakened im¬ 
mune system. This vaccination 
is also covered under Medicare 
PartB. 

Zoster (shingles): Recom¬ 
mended for everyone age 60 
and older, shingles is a painful, 
blistering skin rash that affects 
more than 1 million Americans 
each year. All Medicare Part D 
prescription dmg plans cover 
this one-time vaccination, but 
coverage amounts and reim¬ 
bursement mles vary depending 
on where the shot is given. Be 
sure you check your plan. If you 
aren’t covered you can expect to 
pay between $150 and $250. 

Tdap (tetanus-diphtheria- 
pertussis): A one-time dose of 
the Tdap vaccine which covers 
tetanus, diphtheria and pertus¬ 
sis (whooping cough) is now 
recommended to all adults. If 
you’ve already had a Tdap shot, 
you should return to getting a 
tetanus-diphtheria (Td) booster 
shot every 10 years. Most pri¬ 
vate health and Medicare Part D 
plans cover these vaccinations, 
but if you have to pay, they cost 
between $20 and $100. 

MMR (measles, mumps and 
rubella): Anyone bom during or 
after 1957 that is unsure about 
their immunization history 
should receive the MMR shot. 
A blood test can tell whether 


someone has had any of these 
diseases or has received the 
MMR vaccine, but a test costs 
approximately $100. If you’re 
unsure about your immunity, 
getting a booster shot is more 
cost-effective (around $50 and 
is usually covered by insurance) 
and isn’t harmful, even if you’re 
already immune. 

Hepatitis A: This is a two-dose 
series of shots recommended to 
adults age 50 and older that have 
chronic liver disease, a clotting- 
factor disorder, have same-sex 
male partners, illicit injectable 
dmg use, or who have close 
contact with a hepatitis A-in- 
fected individual or who travel 
to areas with a high incidence 
of hepatitis A. These shots cost 
anywhere from $60 to $300, 
but are covered by most health 
and Medicare prescription dmg 
plans. 

Hepatitis B: This three-dose 
series is recommended to adults 
50 and older who are on dialy¬ 
sis, have renal disease or liver 
disease, are sexually active with 
more than one partner, have a 
sexually transmitted disease or 
HTV. These vaccinations are 
covered under Medicare Part B. 

Meningitis: Adults 55 and 
younger who have never been 
vaccinated, have had their spleen 
removed, have certain blood 
deficiencies or plan to travel to 
parts of the world where menin¬ 
gitis is common, should receive 
the meningococcal conjugate 
vaccine. Adults 56 and older 
should receive the polysaccha¬ 
ride vaccine. Covered by most 
health and Medicare Part D 
plans, this shot will cost around 
$100 to $150 if you have to pay 
out-of-pocket. 

To help you get a handle on 
which vaccines are appropriate 
for you, take the CDC “What 
Vaccines Do You Need?” quiz 
at www2.cdc.gov/nip/adul- 
timmsched. Also, talk to your 
doctor during your next visit 
about what vaccinations you 
should get.

Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that twelve people died 
in twelve separate crashes 
on Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, May 7, through Sun¬ 
day, May 13, 2012. 

Twelve of the fatalities in¬ 
volved motor vehicles and six 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. Single-fatality crashes 
occurred in Allen, Boone, 
Bracken, Daviess, Harrison, 
Hart (2), Logan, Rockcastle, 
Rowan, and Taylor counties. 
The crash in Perry County 
involved the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

One pedestrian involved 
fatality occurred in Fayette 
County. 

Through May 13, 2012, 
preliminary statistics* indicate 
that 238 people have lost their 
fives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is 13 more 
fatalities than reported for the 
same time period in 2011. 
There have been 205 motor 
vehicle fatalities and 119 of 
those victims were not wear¬ 


ing seat belts. Twenty-seven 
of those crashes involved a 
commercial motor vehicle. 
Twelve crashes involved a 
motorcycle and eight victims 
were not wearing helmets. 
Three crashes involved an 
ATV and two victims were 
not wearing helmets. Seven¬ 
teen crashes involved a pe¬ 
destrian and one involved a 
bicycle. Thirty-seven deaths 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, lo¬ 
cation, direction of travel and 
license number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforcement 
agencies throughout the state 
to report any crashes and fatal¬ 
ities that may have occurred in 


their areas. Crash data for this 
report is generated from the 
Kentucky Fatality Analysis 
Reporting System (FARS).

Westlake selects LifePoint 
as possible buyer 

ADAIR COUNTY - The Westlake Re¬ 
gional Hospital Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to enter into negotiations to 
sell the hospital and its associated clinics 
to FifePoint Hospitals, a healthcare com¬ 
pany with headquarters in Brentwood, 
Tenn. FifePoint was selected over Norton 
Health System of Fouisville and Ephraim 
McDowell Health System in Danville. 

The board also passed resolutions allow¬ 
ing them to enter into negotiations with cer¬ 
tain banks with respect to short-term bor¬ 
rowing arrangements that may be necessary 
in connection with the proposed sale, and 
to hire the law firm of Bradley Arant Boult 
Cummings FFP to perform legal services 
necessary for the sale. 

According to Ken Doran, CEO of Spec¬ 
trum Health Care Partners who manage the 
hospital, an exact purchase price for West- 
lake has yet to be determined. He said that 
they should have a draft purchase agree¬ 
ment in 30-60 days after due diligence is 
finished. 

FifePoint currently operates nine hospi¬

Campbellsville man sentenced 
to 20 years for fraud 

TAYLOR COUNTY - The Camp¬ 
bellsville man who defrauded hundreds of 
people and then put himself in the national 
spotlight by throwing his daughter a lavish 
party on the MTV show “My Super Sweet 
16” has been sentenced to 20 years in pris¬ 
on for his crimes. 

U.S. District Court Judge Karen Caldwell 
sentenced Gary M. Milby, 58, on May 4 on 
charges of mail, wire and securities fraud. 

A jury found Milby guilty of the charges a 
year ago. 

According to the United States attorney’s 
office, Caldwell also ordered Milby and his 
co-defendant, Bryan S. Coffman, to pay 
restitution to those they defrauded, which 
totals more than $36 million. 

Coffman, who is a Lexington attorney, 
was sentenced to 25 years in prison week 
before last for his role in the scheme. 
Coffman’s wife, Megan, was acquitted of 
wrongdoing during the trial last year. 

Milby was indicted by a federal grand 
jury in December 2009 and accused of be¬ 
ing responsible for the large investment 
scheme. 

According to the U.S. Attorney’s office, 
from 2004 through 2008, Milby and Vic¬ 
tor Tsatskin of Canada solicited more than 
$36 million from about 600 individuals and 
corporate investors across the nation and 
Canada. 

Court records state that Milby and 
Tsatskin told their investors many lies, bo¬ 
gus predictions and guarantees about po¬ 
tential profits of oil and gas well drilling 
programs. 

There is no parole in the federal prison 
system.

They will 
be among the first to receive 
a mammogram locally as 
women who need mammo¬ 
grams will no longer have 
to travel outside of Casey 
County for the service. 

A brand new digital mam¬ 
mography unit was installed 
at the Casey County Hospital 
on April 9, making the hos¬ 
pital the first, and only, local 
medical facility offering the 
procedure.

April 25, and Singleton said 
appointments are now being 
scheduled by calling the hos¬ 
pital, 787-6275, ext. 157. 

“We have had patients call 
before and ask if we perform 
mammograms, so now we’re 
very happy to offer them this 
service,” she said. “We can 
take patients from any facil¬ 
ity. All we need is the doc¬ 
tor’s order.” 

Charles O’Dell, executive 
director of the radiology de¬ 
partment at the Casey Coun¬ 
ty Hospital, said the new 
$300,000 Hologic Selenia 
Digital Mammography Sys¬ 
tem is state-of-the-art. 

“Since it is digital, it is 
less radiation exposure for 
the patient,” he said. 

O’Dell said he had been 
working on obtaining the 
machine for quite some time, 
and commended the hospi¬ 
tal’s board of directors for 
giving the approval. 


“The board has brought 
this county up-to-date with 
all the other hospitals,” he 
said, referring to building 
the new hospital in 2008 and 
then adding a new CT scan 
machine as well as the digi¬ 
tal mammography machine. 

Should something abnor¬ 
mal be detected in the mam¬ 
mogram, DeSimone said ei¬ 
ther additional views will be 
ordered, or an ultrasound of 
the breast will be performed. 

“We can do an ultrasound 
guided biopsy, and if a pa¬ 
tient needs more, we will 
send them to another facility 
that has the capability to do 
stereotactic biopsy,” he said. 

Both DeSimone and Sin¬ 
gleton noted that a digital 
mammogram performed at 
the Casey Hospital is the 
same quality as those per¬ 
formed at larger facilities. 

“The only difference is it 
is here at home, with people 
from home,” Singleton said.

When they start tearing 
down the old Liberty school 
in the next week or so, we can 
truthfully say, there goes a bit of 
our efforts. 

The building was started in 
late spring 1928. The concrete 
for the foundation was made 
from creek gravel. It was mixed 
on board flats with four men 
turning it on two of these flats. 
It was carried to the walls in 
galvanized buckets. Not even a 
wheelbarrow was used. 

The labor was unskilled, 
about as unskilled as it could 
come. The water for the con¬ 
crete was hauled on a wagon 
in barrels from the river. We 
hauled it, driving old Kate and 
Mandy, which belonged to Ed 
Foster. It was dipped from the 
river in buckets and poured into 
the barrels. 

There was considerable free 
labor by men who worked af¬ 
ter hours or sometimes during 
the day. The old building had 
burned the year before. It would 
probably be difficult to find la-

Waterline insurance letters hit county again

Letters advising hom¬ 
eowners about the possible 
costs of a leaking or burst 
water line are once again 
hitting area residents’ mail¬ 
boxes. 

But local water officials 
want to make it clear that 
neither the City of Liberty 
nor the East Casey County 
Water District sent these let¬ 
ters. 

Karen Brown, an employ¬ 
ee at City Hall, said that sev¬ 
eral residents had come into 
City Hall asking about the 
letters. 

“We tell them these letters 


are not from the city,” she 
said. 

The letters, from Home- 
Serve U.S.A. Repair Man¬ 
agement Corporation, state 
that for an annual fee of 
$59.88, the company will 
send a contractor to repair a 
leak in a homeowner’s wa¬ 
terline, if the leak is between 
the meter and the foundation 
wall of the house. 

The letter states that to 
locate, excavate, and repair 
the leak could cost $452. To 
replace a segment of broken 
“pipe” could cost $2,385, 
which HomeServe states is 
its national average repair 
cost. 

Andy Greynolds, manager 


of ECCWD, said that in his 
opinion, a waterline leak in 
this area wouldn’t cost near¬ 
ly that much to repair, most 
of the time less than $200. 

“The repair costs they’re 
showing are unrealistic for 
this area. A % inch water¬ 
line costs 30 cents a foot and 
even if you pay someone $40 
an hour to repair the leak, it 
probably won’t cost $200,” 
Greynolds said. 

The same letters, sent out 
last November, have also 
reached neighboring coun¬ 
ties. 

In Taylor County, the 
Campbellsville Police De¬ 
partment stated in a May 9 
press release that the depart¬ 


ment, along with the Camp¬ 
bellsville Water & Sewer 
Company, “is warning resi¬ 
dents that letters they may 
receive in the mail asking 
them to buy insurance for 
their waterlines are not be¬ 
ing sent by or affiliated with 
the Campbellsville Water & 
Sewer Company. 

The letter is a solicitation 
from a service not affiliated 
with the City of Campbells¬ 
ville or the Campbellsville 
Water & Sewer Company. 
Additionally, this type of 
insurance coverage is not 
recommended by Camp¬ 
bellsville Water & Sewer 
Company.” 


'Read and Feed'program begins at Casey Library

People who say that 
there’s nothing for kids to do 
in Casey County need look 
no further than the Casey 
County Public Library. 

Jan Banks, director of the 
Casey County Public Li¬ 
brary said that the library 
has had a summer reading 
program for the younger set 
for quite a few years but this 
year it has been expanded to 
include teenagers and each 
program will include an 
evening meal. Banks said, 

“We’re calling it the ‘Read 
and Feed Program. Whoever 
signs up for the reading pro¬ 
gram will be served supper, 
too. It is open to all kids but 
they must sign up soon, ” 
Banks said. 

Federal funds have be¬ 
come available through the 
Library Services and Tech¬ 
nology Act (LSTA). 

Banks said the library ap¬ 
plied for the grant through 
the Kentucky Department of 
Libraries and Archives and 
are putting those funds to 
good use this summer. They 
will be used to enhance the 
summer reading program 
with more activities dur¬ 


ing the months of June and 
July. 

The library’s summer 
reading programs have al¬ 
ways been aimed at young¬ 
sters in kindergarten through 
sixth grade but this summer 
the library is expanding the 
programs to attract teens 
in grades seven through 
twelve, she said. 

Educators believe that by 
participating in the summer 
reading program, children 
will retain more of what 
they learned the year before 
in school and, as a result, 
will perform better in the 
coming year. 

The students may pick 
any books they want to read. 
They are required to turn in 
the number of hours they 
spent reading each week 
in order to be eligible for 
weekly prizes provided by 
the Friends of the Library. 

In addition to reading, 
there are programs in which 
the youngsters may partici¬ 
pate. The library, which had 
ten core programs originally 
planned for June and July, 
will be able to add two or 
three more programs per 
week, thanks to the LSTA 
grant money. 

The programs for the K-6 


age group are included in a 
section called “Dream Big, 
Read”. These programs 
will be presented during 
the month of June. “Own 
the Night” is the section for 
those in the 7 to 12 teenage 
group and these programs 
will be presented in July. 
There is one transitional 
program, which will be pre¬ 
sented in late June, that will 
appeal to both age groups. 

The programs are de¬ 
signed to be educational but 
there is a “fun” aspect in 
each one. For example, one 
of the programs for the K-6 
group is “Animal Tails”. 
The participants will be in¬ 
troduced to live nocturnal 
animals as part of the fun 
section. This program drew 
96 participants last year. 

One of the programs for 
the 7 to 12 group will in¬ 
clude a “glow in the dark” 
workshop where they will 
experiment with lumines¬ 
cence, fluorescence, and 
phosphorescence; the partic¬ 
ipants will also make t-shirts 
with fluorescent paint. 

Another of the teen pro¬ 
grams will be the produc¬ 
tion of “YouTube”-types of 
videos that promote library 
activities. 


There will be at least one 
literary-related creative ac¬ 
tivity in which a chosen 
book will be read and dis¬ 
cussed. The K-6 group will 
focus on Dr. Seuss’ “The 
Lorax” while the teen group 
will read and discuss “The 
Hunger Games.” 

Banks said the whole 
summer reading program 
is a partnership among the 
Kentucky Department of 
Libraries and Archives, the 
Casey County Library, the 
Friends of the Library, and 
the Casey County Board of 
Education. The food pro¬ 
vided for the participants’ 
suppers comes through the 
Casey County school sys¬ 
tem. 

“We even had to be trained 
in proper handling and stor¬ 
age of food so that we would 
meet all the guidelines; we 
are required to maintain re¬ 
cords of all this,” she said. 

Those wishing further in¬ 
formation or to participate 
in the summer reading pro¬ 
grams should call the library 
at (606) 787-9861 or go to 
the library to enroll. All pro¬ 
grams will start at 5:30 p.m. 
(when meals are served) and 
end at approximately 8:30 
p.m.

Timeline 

According to a document 
from the PSC’s Executive Di¬ 
rector, Jeff Derouen, Liberty’s 
proposed water rate increase 
to ECCWD is suspended from 
April 12 to Sept. 11,2012. 

The PSC requires that eight 
copies of all requested docu¬ 
ments be submitted in bound 
form, with a copy given to 
ECCWD. 

The City must provide a list 
of witnesses it intends to call 
at the Public Hearing. It also 
must provide independent 
auditor’s reports for Liberty’s 
water and sewer operations for 
the fiscal years ending June 
30, 2009, 2010, and 2011. 

The city must also compile 
18 other in-depth documents 
related to the water depart¬ 
ment, even having to do with 
the bond debt. And all this has 
to be at the PSC by June 1. 

On June 15, the PSC has 
the right to ask for more doc¬ 
uments from the City, which 
must be submitted by June 
29. 

A second set of PSC docu¬ 
ment requests can be made in 
July with the City responding 
by July 27. 

A public hearing will be set 
sometime after Sept. 9 when 
the last response to requests 
for more information are 
made by the PSC. 

PSC offer 

In a meeting with PSC of¬ 
ficials in Frankfort on April 
26, Sweeney, Greynolds and 
Assistant ECCWD Manager 
Eddie Wesley were offered 
another more timely, and ulti¬ 
mately less expensive, option 
to a full-blown PSC investiga¬ 
tion. 

PSC staff proposed to do 
a five-month rate study and 
then, from the results of that 
study, the two sides could ei¬ 
ther accept or reject the PSCs 
recommendation. 

But in order for the PSC 
staff to do this informal study, 
the City would have to with¬ 
draw its rate increase, which 
it hasn’t done, according to 
Sweeney. 

The report, found online 
at the PSC’s Web site, states 
that “Mayor Sweeney and Mr. 
Grevnolds indicated interest 


in the use of a Commission 
Staff study. Each stated that 
he lacks authorization to agree 
to such study at this time and 
must bring the proposal to his 
respective board or council 
for consideration.” 

Despite the “indicated inter¬ 
est” in the study, the ECCWD 
Board rejected this notion, 
choosing to proceed with a 
full PSC investigation, which 
can take as long as a year and 
cost thousands of dollars in 
expenses. 

Cost 

At question is what a pro¬ 
tracted protest before the 
PSC will cost the City with 
ECCWD protesting the wa¬ 
ter rate increase. Both the 
City and ECCWD have the 
option to retain legal counsel 
according to PSC Spokesper¬ 
son Andrew Melnykovich. 

In an April 11 e-mail from 
PSC’s Brent Kirtley to Rod¬ 
gers, he recommends “that 
the two parties discuss this 
matter and attempt to negoti¬ 
ate a settlement that both par¬ 
ties can accept. These inves¬ 
tigations generally require a 
lot of information to be filed 
with the PSC, which can 
become expensive and time 
consuming for both the city 
as well as the district.” 

City Attorney G. Davis 
Wilson, Sweeney said, will 
look at the case over the 
weekend and then make spe¬ 
cific recommendations as 
to how he believes the City 
should proceed. 


ECCWD to shut off water on Dry Ridge Road 

Residents who live on Ky. 1649, Dry Ridge Road and 
the side roads coming off it will lose water service tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., according to East 
Casey County Water District Manager Andy Greynolds. 

“From Ky. 501 to East Ky. 70 along Dry Ridge Road, 
we’ll be moving the water lines because of the new road 
construction,” he said. 

Also, Greynolds said that a boil water advisory will be 
in effect from the time the water is shut off until the water 
test results confirm the water is safe, which could take until 
Monday.

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Food allergies can be life threatening

An estimated 15 million 
Americans suffer from food 
allergies, which can be life 
threatening in certain cases. 
A food allergy is the result 
of the immune system mis¬ 
takenly attacking a food 
protein. Ingestion of the 
food can trigger the sud¬ 
den release of chemicals, 
including histamine, which 
causes an allergic reaction. 
Recognizing the symptoms 
can help you identify if you 
or someone around you is 
experiencing an allergic re¬ 
action. 

Symptoms of food aller¬ 
gies can range from mild 
to severe in seriousness. 


Ingestion of a particular 
food might cause a rash, 
hives, itching or swell¬ 
ing, but it might also cause 
trouble breathing, wheezing 
or a loss of consciousness. 
Symptoms typically appear 
within minutes to two hours 
after food consumption. 

Currently no medications 
are available to cure food 
allergies. The only way to 
avoid a reaction is strict 
avoidance of the allergy- 
causing food. Be sure to 
read all ingredient labels, 
and if a product doesn’t in¬ 
clude a label it should not 
be eaten. If you aren’t sure 
that the food is safe, call 
the manufacturer. When at a 
restaurant, alert your server 
to your allergy so that the 


kitchen staff uses different 
gloves and pans to avoid 
cross-contamination. 

While food allergies are 
a reaction of the immune 
system to a food, food in¬ 
tolerance does not involve 
the immune system and is 
not life-threatening. Food 
intolerances, such as lactose 
intolerance, might result in 
symptoms such as abdomi¬ 
nal cramps, bloating and 
diarrhea. 

If you think you might 
have a possible food allergy, 
talk to your doctor. Relate all 
of the details of any symp¬ 
toms and their timing with 
relation to your food intake. 
Collect as many details as 
possible regarding your re¬ 
action so that you have the 


necessary information for 
your health care provider. 
Combined with a physical 
exam and lab test, this infor¬ 
mation will help determine 
which food is causing your 
symptoms. 

If you or someone around 
you has been diagnosed 
with a severe food allergy, 
epinephrine should have 
been prescribed in the form 
of a self-injectable device. 
Carry this with you at all 
times, and be prepared to 
use it if an allergy-causing 
food is consumed.

Session remembered for key issues 


Each legislative session 
is inevitably remembered 
for a key issue or two, and 
this year’s will undoubtedly 
be recalled for the toughest 
budget most of us have seen 
in our lifetime and for taking 
a comprehensive approach 
on drug abuse. 

There were several other 
high-profile issues as well, 
including the legislature’s 
latest effort to crack down 
on copper thefts and mak¬ 
ing sure that the interest on 
the sizeable federal loan for 
the state’s unemployment 
insurance fund is covered so 
businesses wouldn’t lose a 
much-needed tax credit. 

While the General As¬ 
sembly’s work in these areas 
took up much of the public’s 
attention, there were also 
quite a few other new laws 
passed this year to help our 
state. 

In education, for example, 
it is now possible for schools 
to have considerable flexibil¬ 
ity when it comes to boost¬ 
ing academic development. 
If they qualify, they could be 
free of some of the laws and 
regulations governing them, 
letting them experiment 
with such things as a longer 
school calendar or a different 
kind of classroom setting. 

Another new law that will 
eventually affect some of our 
youngest children will move 
back the cut-off date to start 
first grade. Beginning in the 
2017-18 school year, chil¬ 
dren will be able to enroll if 
they turn 6 by Aug. 1 rather 
than the current Oct. 1. 

In other areas of educa¬ 
tion, the legislature passed a 
law that now prohibits super¬

intendents from punishing 
teachers by assigning them 
to alternative schools, and we 
made it possible for special 
needs students who graduate 
with a modified curriculum 
to receive an alternative high 
school diploma rather than a 
certificate. 

School coaches will now 
have to be better trained 
in recognizing and treat¬ 
ing concussions and head 
injuries, and there will be a 
study to take a close look at 
middle school sports, which 
don’t have a statewide gov¬ 
erning organization like high 
schools. 

Another study, meanwhile, 
was also approved this year 
to see how the state can best 
treat juveniles caught up in 
the judicial system. There 
are at least three different 
areas needing closer review, 
including what approach the 
state should take when chil¬ 
dren 10 and younger com¬ 
mit a crime; how we should 
handle status offenses, which 
are violations like truancy 
that wouldn’t be an issue 
for adults; and how children 
caught up in domestic vio¬ 
lence situations are affected. 

For police, there will now 
be a “Blue Alert,” which is 
similar to the popular “Am¬ 
ber Alert” used when a child 
is missing. Under this new 
alert, the public will be no¬ 
tified if a police officer is 


killed or severely injured. 
That will hopefully make it 
easier to find the assailant. 

Another law tied to public 
safety tries to bridge the line 
between religious freedom 
and protecting drivers on the 
road. In this case, those who 
driver motorless vehicles 
will now have the option 
to use reflective tape rather 
than the orange triangle that 
is otherwise standard but had 
been opposed on religious 
grounds by some groups 
such as the Amish. 

Other new laws will stan¬ 
dardize local tax forms to 
make it easier for companies 
to pay these taxes if they do 
business in more than one 
community; call on life in¬ 
surance companies to work 
harder to find beneficiaries 
of unclaimed policies; and 
have social workers provide 
more information to help 
foster children transition into 
adulthood. 

Although the time to pass 
laws is now over for the year, 
the General Assembly will 
soon begin holding its interim 
committee meetings again to 
review issues that may need 
to be addressed next year. If 
you have any comments are 
concerns about anything in¬ 
volving state government, 
please don’t hesitate to con¬ 
tact me.

The running Rebels will 
again send multiple athletes 
to the 2A Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association 
(KHSAA) State Track and 
Field meet Friday, several of 
which will be vying for top 
eight finishes. 

Micah Smith was the lone 
boy to place in the regional 
meet last weekend but his 
two first place finishes re¬ 
flected well on the Casey 
program. Smith took first in 
both the high jump and the 
pole vault and Head Coach 
Matt Willoughby expected 
nothing less. 

“I knew he’d have a little 
bit of competition,” said 
Willoughby, adding that the 
two gold medals were very 
much in Smith’s reach going 
into the meet. 

Smith’s ll’O and 5’10 
marks in the pole vault and 
high jump, respectively, puts 
him in the top tier of com¬ 
petitors across the state that 
he will face this weekend. 
By equaling or bettering his 
personal bests, Smith could 
potentially bring home state 
medals. 

“He’s almost had 6’2” 
about three times in a row,” 
Willoughby said on Smith’s 
high jump. “I think when he 
gets 6’2” he’ll just go on to 
clear 6’4”.” 

Smith was not the team’s 
only successful pole vault. 
Shelby Stringer and Nicole 
Nagy went one-two for the 
girls, both clearing 8’0”. 

“They were both pretty 
focused on Saturday and 
they had a pretty successful 
meet,” Willoughby said. 

The girls’ 8’0” marks put 
them in position to medal at 
state as well. 

“It wouldn’t surprise me at 
all to see either clear 8’6” or 
9’. I know they’re capable of 
it,” said Willoughby. 

Lakken Miller’s third 
place finish in the high jump 


was competitive enough 
across all seven regions 
to earn a state bid. Miller 
cleared 4’8”. 

“She can get 5-foot,” Wil¬ 
loughby stated. “We were 
doing 4’10” and 4’11” at 


practice last Thursday.” 

Also in the field, thrower 
Abby Meece captured third 
with her throw of 94’6”, 
despite suffering an ankle 
injury at her most recent 
practice. 


“She sprained her ankle at 
practice,” said Willoughby. 
“It was the last 15 minutes 
of the last practice of the 
week.” 

Meece managed to wrap 
and brace her ankle well 
enough to throw Saturday 
and earn a state birth. Her 
mark was short of her best, 
but still puts her among the 
top competitors heading into 
the state meet. 

“She can throw and she 
can compete,” said Wil¬ 
loughby, adding that she’s 
already faced some of her 
best competition in the re¬ 
gion and throughout the reg¬ 
ular season. 

On the track the girls’ 
4x100-meter and 4x200- 
meter relay teams were the 
only state qualifiers. Despite 
finishing sixth in the region, 
both teams performed well 
enough to advance to the 
next level. 

“This is the toughest re¬ 
gion and it’s not uncommon 
for relays to get fifth, sixth 
or seventh (place) and still 
make it to state because the 
competition is so good and 
times are so good,” said Wil¬ 
loughby. 

Miller, Stringer, Laura 
Parris and Tiara Cochran 
were the winning combina¬ 
tion for relays. The ladies ran 
the 4x100-meter in a time of 
54.13 and the 4x200-meter 
in 1:55.04; both times Wil¬ 
loughby feels could be bet¬ 
tered by the state meet. 

“Both of them could’ve 
been better performances, 
but we’ve swapped two peo¬ 
ple on both relays in the last 
two weeks and our hand offs 
are still getting better,” said 
Willoughby. “They were 
proud of themselves for be¬ 
ing able to qualify for state.”

Lady Rebels claim regional 
runner-up title, Martin to 
represent Rebs at state tourney

It was five straight days 
of play for the Lady Rebel 
tennis team, but the 12th 
Region tournament became 
a record setting year for the 
Casey County team. 

The Lady Rebels claimed 
the regional runner-up title 
for the first time in school 
history and are sending five 
players to the state tourna¬ 
ment in the process — more 
than ever before. 

Among those five is Tylyn 
Leigh, this year’s singles re¬ 
gional champion. Addition¬ 
ally both of Casey’s doubles 
teams will advance to state. 
Allie Tinsley and Haley Ow¬ 
ens were the region’s runner- 
up doubles team while Sara 
Coffman and Chelsey Lynn 
made it to the semifinals. 

“We all worked so hard 
for it,” Leigh, a junior, said 
on the team’s runner-up title. 
“It was a lot of fun.” 

The Lady Rebels took 
second place to Mercer 
County, who claimed their 
fifth straight regional title. 
Casey trailed by only two 
points in the semifinals but 
needed two more wins over 
Mercer to defeat the Lady 
Titans. 

“I’m already ready to play 
them again,” said junior 
Tinsley. Mercer has been 
the only team to defeat the 
Casey girls for the past two 
seasons. “It was so close 
and I know we’re all going 
to be working to get better 
this summer. I know we can 
get them.” 

Leigh faced Mercer 
County’s Caitlin Baer in 
her championship match. 
Last season, Leigh lost her 
second match of the tourna¬ 
ment but this year she was 
ranked number one with an 
undefeated record. 

It was the third time she 
faced Baer this season and 
her third win over Baer; 
however, the match was by 
no means an easy one. 

After losing the first set 
5-7 on Monday, Leigh won 
the next set 6-4. Despite 
beginning the final set, bad 
weather forced a match sus¬ 
pension until Tuesday. 

“I thought it was really

the large arena. Survivors were 
given a goody bag and treated 
to dinner. 

Also, the teams sold food and 
various items during the night at 
their tables as well as contribut¬ 
ing items for a silent and live 
auction. 

During the night, there were 
games and activities for kids 
and adults alike, ranging from 
silly hats to a mechanical bull to 
a hay bale toss. 

While activities are planned 
up to 6 a.m. in years past, team 
members usually left by 3 a.m., 
she said.
